And yet not contented herewith,foz ÿ further auauncement of his moſt 
naughtye and traiterous purpoſe;, did traiterouſlpe and vnnaturallye 
pꝛactiſe cuen with pour hyghenes owne perſonne, to make your moſte 
excellent Maieſtie (to2 your tendex yeares vnable to vnderſtande hys 
falſe and traiterous purpoſes)an inſtrumtt towardes the vndoynge 4 
deſtruction of your hyghenes, and the ſubuerſion of the whole ſtate dt 
this pour graces realme: perſuading your Maieſtie almuche as in him 
dyd lye, not oneipe to take vpon you nowe in youre ponge and tender 
age, the rule and oꝛder of youre ſelfe, entendinge and meaninge by - 
coloure thereof,to take in hys handes youre moſte Royall perſone, the 
rules and oꝛders of all the affaires of youre Realmes and dominions, 
beinge alreadye by the ſayde Loꝛde Pꝛotectoꝛ, with the aduiſe of your 
Graces molte honoꝛable Counſaple, aſwell pzudentely and politikelye 
gouerned, as valiauntly and noblely defended againſte outwarde ene- 
mies, to thincreaſe of youre immoꝛtall fame and honoꝛ: But alſo to re⸗ 
ceiue engender an hatred in pour moſt noble hart, and againſt youre 
dereſt vntle the ſaid Loꝛd Pzotectonre, and all your true and faithful 
counſailours, to the which his deueliſh perſuaſions and aſſaultes, God 
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gane ycur highnes, euen at this age, to the greate reioite of all vs pout 
faithfull ſubiectes and ſeruauntes, a ſpeciall grace to reſiſte, aboue com-. 
men reaſon # all expectation, and moſt graciouſly without any aduiſe 
oꝛ counſaile to refuſe and denie his euill aduertiſementes and perſwa- 
ſions. And further the ſaid admirall did moſt falſly and traiterouſſy coꝛ 
rupt ſundꝛy of pour highnes pꝛiuie Chamber with many giftes and o⸗ 
therwile, to thintent they ſhould moue and pꝛoture your Maieſtye, to 
wꝛitte ſundꝛy letters at his oꝛ theire deuiſes, and to put into your gra 
ces head, a ſpetiall a aſinguler fauour,aftection;# truſt towardes him, 
X a Diſpoſition to folow whatſoeuer he woulde haue wꝛought towar⸗ 
des all others, that he might the rather haue compaſſed his moſt traite⸗ 
rous purpoſe, which muſt nedes haue tẽded to your Maieſties deſtruc 
tion (which God foꝛbid ) a to þ vtter ruine of alls, vour highneſſe moſt 
louing, faithkull, a obedient ſubiectes : Foz moſte gracious ſouereigne 
Loꝛde, beſides all this it is moſt euident and apparaunt, that as imme-
